1 . This Office Action is in response to the AMEDMENT filed on December 1 5, 2005 for 
the patent application number 09/894,641. 

2. Information Disclosure Statement submitted on December 22, 2005 has been considered 
and entered into the File. 

3. Claims 53-55, 55, 57-62 and 66-191 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Theimer et al U.S. 
Patent No. 5,61 1,050, the prior art of records, fails to teach the subject matter of the current 
invention. The prior art of records teach providing information to a user (e.g., first user), such 
information includes location information of a user, e.g., second user or friend. The prior art of 
records then supply the location information of the second user to the fist user. Thus, Theimer is 
only concerned in providing location information (a single attribute) of a user. The current 
claimed subject matter, on the other hand, is for providing information about a context that is 
modeled with multiple context attributes . The current claimed subject matter further includes 
several mechanisms or modules associated with the multiple context attributes that are not 
described by Theimer.
